stronger trade ties between the US. mid the 
Arab countries. 

The Zionist lobby has failed to develop 
contacts wife these inner-circle associates of 
the new president. In an effort to gpm influ- 
ence wife them, Israel has dispsfebed fee 
director general of its foreign ministzy, David 
Kim the, to theUnited States for an indefinite 
time-period, to cultivate ties withifiese k <y 
Reagan advisers. 

The 17-member appointments committee 
indudes a number of self-made California 
millionaires who have bankrolled Reagan’s 
political career since his first run for public 
office in 1966. Prominent among them are 
Justin Dart, 73, chairman of the-executive 
committee of Dart and Kraft, Inc., a con- 
sumer product conglomerate; Holmes Tuttle, 
75. a prominent automobile dealer; Earle 
Jorgensen, 82, chairman of A steel %and 
aluminium company that services' fee ofi 
industry; and Jack WratbeT, 62, who heads a 
company involved m od, real estate and fee - 
entertainment industry. 

Smith, who heads fee cdfemxttee, is a top 
corporate lawyer and a possible candi d ate for 
the past ;.«( attorney general in the new

The composition of the appointments 
committee is a strong indication that cabinet 
and sub-cabinet officials in the Reagan, 
administration will be chosen for their earn-' 
nutrient to U.S. rather than Israeli interests.

RIYADH, Nov. 12 (SPA) — The new 
headquarters of the National Guard off 
Khreiss road was dedicated Wednesday 
morning by King Khaled. accompanied at toe 
occasion by Crown Prince Fahd Minister of 
Defense and Aviation Prince Sultan and 
Governor of Riyadh Prince Salman.

In a statement to SPA Prince Fahd noted 
that adherence to Islam makes possible the 
achievements in fee Kingdom He continued, 
saying it was fortunate that fee people of the 
country were united and had fee common 
aim of defending this religion. 

He also mentioned the proposed Islamic 
summit, scheduled for Mecca in January. “It 
will be a call for solidarity and not aimed 
against anyone,” Fahd said.

Vietnamese, Ethiopian

ADEN, Nov. 12 (AP) - Vietnam’s 
Defense Minister Gen- Vo Nguyen Giap and 
Ethiopia’ s Marxist ruler Col. Mengjstu Haile 
Mariam are in Aden on official visit to South 
Yemen. 

The 69-year-old Giap — the legendary 
Vietnam war commander — arrived to a red 
carpet welcome in Aden on Monday and 
Mengistu arrived in this Red Sea republic on 
Tuesday.

The official did not specify any date for 
Tanaka’s trip but predicted it will be some 
time after a ministerial meeting of fee Inter- 
national Energy in Paris on Dec. 8 and 9. He 
said Tanaka's planned visit would make up 
for a canceled joint economic committee 
meeting between Japan and Saudi Arabia 
origin aliy scheduled for late this month.

at the Ankara meeting. 

The meeting also is likely to lake up vari- 
ous other matters in the field of trade and 
industry including promotion of joint ven- 
tures among OIC members. Experts from 
member states have already held meeting on 
trade expansion and setting up of joint ven- 
tures. The commission also would review the 
work of die subsidiary organs of the OIC such 
as the statistical, economic and social 
research and training center at Ankara; the 
Islamic Center for technical and vocational 
training and research, Dacca; and the Islamic 
Center for aits, culture and heritage located 
at Istanbul. 

Commercial cooperation in the private sec- 
tor, including survey of the activities of the 
Karachi, based Islamic Chamber of Com- 
merce and Industry are also to be discussed 

hv the co mmis sion. 

The Islamic Commission is a permanent 
body of the Islamic foreign ministers confer- 
ence and meets every six months to review 
and oversee work in the economic, cultural 
and social fields and also to draw up policies 
and fresh proposals in these related fields of 
activity. Created almost five years ago, it has 
so far been composed of 18 member states of 
the OIC 

However, in view of the importance of its 
work and to ensure wider partidpatioa the 
Eleventh Islamic Conference of Foreign 
Ministers held in May this year decided to 
indude all members of the organization on 
the commission's membership. 

The Islamic Commission normally reports 
to tiie Islamic Foreign Ministers. However, 
knowledgeable sources inform that several of 
the recommendations readied at the Sixth 
Session would be directly submitted to the 
I slami c S ummi t in view of the urgency and 
importance of these proposals — such as the 
establishment of the Islamic Trade Center 
and the creation of die Islamic Maritime 
Transporters Union. The Islamic S ummi t is 
scheduled to be-held in the Kingdom shortly.

SR61.7m allocated 


Jeddah projects announced 


JEDDAH, Nov. 12 (SPA) — The Munici- 
pality of Jeddah has all oca ted SR "61.7 million 
for th'. maintenance of street Iightposts and 
beautification of the cities streets. In addi- 
tion, the municipality has completed a mod- 
ern slaughterhouse near the Industrial estate 
with a capacity of 1300 heads of animals 
daily. 

Barakat Bajinaid, Jeddah municipality 
undersecretary for technical affairs, said 
Wednesday that the municipality will dean 
and organize the limited income peoples’ 
areas to be constructed shortly in Jeddah. 
The opening of the slaughterhouses aims at 
avoiding the disorganized slaughter of ani- 
mals. Dr. Hassan Hajra, assistant Jeddah 
municipality director, said. 

Dr. Hajra called on owners of animals to be 
slaughtered to transport them to the slaugh- 


terhouse. The animals are slaughtered free of 
charge to facilitate dungs for the public, and 
the slaughterhouse is provided with veteri- 
nary doctors, he added. 

In the meantime,. plant a tree week will 
start in Jeddah on Dec. 20 and Dr. Hassan 
Hajra toured the city Tuesday to assess its 
needs in this respect. He said that 50,000 
sapplings will be planted during tile week 
Jeddah students under the supervision of 
agricultural experts. 

The official said that so far 130 gardens 
have been created in Jeddah. He called on 
men of letters to find suitable names for these 
parks. He also thanked in advance education 
and agriculture officials for their contribution 
at the pi ant- a- tree week. He added that the 
muniripaiity has received 7,500 sapplings 
from Guinea and 1 ,000 from Jakarta, while it 
bought another 1,800 from Tunisia.

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Mengistu ends two-week visit 

Ethiopia, USSR rap 
U.S. bases in Somalia

ADDIS ABABA. Nov. 12 (AFP) — 
Ethiopia and the Soviet Union have con- 
demned the installation of United States 
military bases in Somalia as a "serious 
threat’* to Ethiopia and the states of the reg- 
ion and called for their “speedy removal.” 

A joint communique, released simultane- 
ously here and in Moscow Tuesday following 
the official visit to the Soviet Union of Ethio- 
pian leader Mengistu Haile Mariam, also said 
the two countries viewed with “great con- 
cern” the "feverish military activities” of the 
U.S.and “imperialistdrdes” in the Red Sea, 
the Indian Ocean and the Gulf region. 

Mengistu ended a two-week visit to the 
Soviet Union Monday and flew to Tripoli for 
a one-day visit to Libya. When he left Tues- 
day morning for home he was seen off by 
Libyan leader Muammar Qaddafl, according 
to radio Tripoli. 

“Such activities and the deployment of the 
US. so-called "quick intervention force" 
pose a direct threat to the security of the 
countries of the region and constitute a grave 
d ling er to world peace ” the communique 
said. 


The concentration by “imperialisr states 
of military forces in the Indian Ocean and 
particularly in the Gulf region were also 
denounced as “‘dangerous actions.” 

These denunciations have led observers 
here to believe that Ethiopia had stuck to its 
decision not to grant the Soviets a naval base 
on its soil to compensate forthe United States 
takeover of the air-naval base at the Somali 
port of Berbera. 

At a press conference in September, Lt. 
Col. Mengistu in fact had hinted that this was 
a possibility when he said that the United 
Stales was not the only, nudear power nor 
Somalia the only country with bases to offer. 

Ethiopia, locked in a border conflict with 
Somalia in the Ogaden, has expressed violent 
opposition to last August’s Somali-United 
States agreement granting Washington the 
Soviet-built base at Berbera. The Russians 
evacuated the base in 1977 when Somalia's 
leaders expelled Soviet military personnel in 
the country. 

On ihe Iraqi-lraman war, the two sides 
called for a speedy settlement of the conflict 
by peaceful means through negotiations, 
“first of all between the countries in conflict”. 



Sudan denies backing Sadat’s league 


KHARTOUM, Nov. 12 (R) — Sudan has 
defiled backing the formation of a new pan- 
Ialamic league launched Monday by Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat, the Sudan News 
Agency reported Tuesday.

Almana dearly explains the implications of 
the first World War for the Ottomans, the 
British and the rival Arab chieftains of the 
peninsula. From this, he traces the consum- 
mate skill which Abdul Aziz dealt with his 
Hashemite opponents in the Hejaz. In 
October 1924, in the wake of his victorious 
Ikhwan, the King arrived in Mecca “not as a 
conqu erring monarch, but in the simple robes 
of a pilgrim”. In 1925 Jeddah and the rest of 
the coastal Hejaz fell to lum and in the follow- 
ing year Abdul Aziz ItaSaud was proclaimed 
King. 

A summary of the history of the Ikhwan 
follows. Almana gives fascinating insights 
into the effects of the early modernization of 
Arabia upon these most fundamentalist of 
men. He describes the King's patient, careful 
introduction of necessary technologies. Some 
of the seeds of the later Ikhwan revolt were 
clearly sown at this time. Almana tells us 
what wiles heliad to perform to keep and 
smoke “a few precious cigarettes”. “By 
1929” , he records, “ die Ikhwan had become 
ungovernable” and “with a heavy heart” the 
King prepared to crush them. They were not 
only attacking peaceful caravans intide 
Arabia but raiding into Iraq. In his dealings 
with the rebels, the firmness and determina- 
tion of Abdul Aziz were most apparent and 
the campaign is vividly recorded. Throughout 
the narrative, written in a pleasingly direct 
and unaffected Engikh style, Almana brings 
out the particularly Arab characteristics of all 
the protagonists. Thus as a description of a 
passionate and noble people at a viral point of 
their history, his account could hardly bet- 
tered.. 

A sympathetic but balanced chapter is 
devoted to Phil by, “a strange and eccentric 
Englishman who became a prominent 
explorer, map maker and ArabisL-.probably 
the only westerner, apart from Captain 
Shakespear, to strike up a true friendship 
with the King”. t 

A section is given to the court “It is 
remarkable to thmir that our travelling court, 
comprising barely thirty men, was, only fifty 
years ago, responsible for the central 
administration of the whole of Saudi Araba”. 
This is a most interesting and informative 
chapter about the life of tire King. The rich 
variety erf characters and some of the very 
able men whom the King attracted to his 
service are described. 

Almana’ s narrative of the Yemeo war is an 
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KING: the cover of Muhammad Almana’s new history

LONDON — 

On Feb. 17, 1979" Chinese forces attacked Viet- 
nam, Moscow’s closest ally in Asia. It was a calcu- 
lated risk : Peking’s Military Council then, as now, 
was convinced that the Soviets would not risk a 
conventional confrontation with the Chinese Peo- 
ple’s Liberation Army. 

Their conviction rests on three things : 

1. The PLA is the world’s largest army, with a 
strength of 3,500,000. China also has, on paper the 
woddTs third largest air force, with 5,000 combat 
aircraft. On paper, too, the navy looks substantial- 
— with 1,200 ships, although most are smalL 

2. Apart from the regular armed forces there are 
85 million in paramilitary units. 

3. A small but credible nudear deterrent exists in 
die form of missiles and midear armed a ir c raf t. 

Most of China’s equipment, however, is 10 to 20 
years out of date. Computers, electronics, and mis- - 


ales are in short supply, and these deficiencies are 
now having to be remedied. The army, winch is 
seriously short of antitank weapons, is resorting to 
purchases from Fiance erf the vehid e- mounted 
HOT and Milan missile systems. 

Antiaircraft defense, too is being undated with 
the French Crotale, and tanks are receiving laser 
range-finders, ballistic computers, and new arma- 
ment. The lack of tactical nudear missiles could be 
partly relieved by the release of road- transportable 
medium-range missiles, at present under central 
control, to main force formations. 

Advanced all-weather aircraft must be either 
purchased or produced, to upgrade the large but 
obsolete air force. More air-to-air missiles are 
required. 

The navy, a coastal defense force under shore- 
based air cover, is deficient in surface-to-air 
weapons, o pdj" anti-submarine warfare, though it 
is expected that before long a ballistic missiles nuc- 
lear submarme will be in operation. 

In what strength would the Soviet Union attack 
China ? A force ratio of three to one is usually 
considered the minimal requirement for a success- 
ful attack of limi ted duration and scope. But this can 
be altered by surprise, technology, and the space 
available for maneuver. 

Soviet forces along the Sino- Russian and Mon- 
golian borders total 47 mechamzed and tank divi- 
sions, numbering some 540,000 troops and 50,000 


border guards. Well supplied, they arc bolstered by 
surface-to-surface tactical nudear missiles such ft s 
the Scaleboard. This 500-milc range weapon ooold 
support operations inside China without leaving the 
Soviet Union. Soviet strategic missiles, moreover, 
can reach any Chinese target 

Before launching a conventional invasion into 
Manchuria the Russians would need to call up 
another 45 divisions to reinforce those currently in 
place. 

Without the need to reinforce, the Soviet air 
force commands some 200 heavy and medium Bur 
East-based bombers capable of delivering nudear 
or conventional bombs on any objective. At least 
500 interceptors and numerous surface-to-air mis- 
siles provide air defense. 

Although unlikely to be of major sigmfionoe in a 
Manchurian engagement, the nudear missiles of 
the Soviet Fleet increase the B usman threat. 

Without question, as modernizers in tbe Military 
Council realize, China is completely outclassed in 
equipment. For retaliation , therefore, Q iga 
would have to look far other forms of TCvunt!a&.

Mystery surrounds Zambian coup attempt

LONDON — . 

Two weeks after . the great Zambian plot was 
discovered, the truth about the affair which has put 
the country ba ; under a state of emergency 
remains smothered in mystery. Whoever the armed 
men may have been whose camp was attacked and 
dispersed near Lusaka, it is dear that President 
Kenneth Kaundais using the alleged coop attempt to 
rally his failing personal support in the country. 

the economic position of Zambia remains desp- 
erate, with long queues in die dries for imported 
maize meaL The shortages have been made worse 
by die reported Soath African decision to demand 
-immediate payment for their maize exports to 
Zambia, following the recent successful demand by 
the Russians to be paid $120 million for a delivery 
of arms. 

The most dangerous opposition to President 
Kauoda comes from the so-called “Mayfair Set”, 
the group of often vastly wealthy African business- 
men — mostly former diplomats and politicians — 
who are exasperated by the ineffectiveness of tbe 
political leadership. Although not personally hos- 
tile to Kaunda, they are opposed to the central 
committee of the United National Independence 
Party (UNDP), which rales the one-party state. 

It looks as if Kaunda is trying to blame this group 
for an attempt to overthrow him. Among those 
arrested are Valentine Musakanya, once governor 
of the Bank of Zambia and -now representing 
Honda in Lusaka, and Goodwin Mumba, who man- 
aged the now bankrupt Indeco finance company. 


Another pair of businessmen, Elias Chipiino and 
Patrick Chisanga, and the lawyer Edward Sham- 
wana, are among those arrested. 

Kaunda has publicly blamed Zambian business^ 
men for recruiting the armed gang discovered at 
near Lusaka, stating that it was composed of Zam- 
bian dissidents and “alien” bandits from across the 
Zairean border in Shaba (formerly Katanga), and 
that the South Africans had a hand in the plot. 

South Africa has ridiculed the charge, and its 
diplomats claim that they have no interest in depos- 
ing Kaunda because the alternative, in their view, 
would be anarchy. Well-informed observers of 
Zambia are skeptical erf the president’s version, 
suggesting that the arrested businessmen are prob- 
ably guilty of little more than seditious talk at the 
Lusaka Flying dub, their favorite rendezvous. 

Given the condition erf rampant crime and law- 
lessness in Zambia, the gang may have been mere 
bandits. Confusion and inctisdpfine in the police 
have helped to create a situation in winch firearms 
are easily available: one source states that a 
Soviet-made Kalashnikov automatic rifle can be 
bought for $50 in some bars. 

In the cities, it is not just food but other basic 
necessities like soap and salt which are scarce. The 
maize shortage, in a country which in theory should 
be self-supporting in food, arises largely from the 
replacement of local retail ere by an over- 
centralized state app a ratus for milling and distribu- 
tion. Villages which defrvex maize find they have to 
wait indefinitely to get the flour back; in consequ- 
ence, peasant farmers are holding back the maize 
they grow and creating urban shortages. 


One interpretation of the crisis is Ifaal it is part of 
a conflict between the president and the powerful 
Bemba tribal group, who form most of the arming 
labor force on the CopperbclL Several of those 
arrested are Bemba, while trade unions, strongest 
on the Copperbdt, are threatening a strike. 

Zambia’s economy is already suffering from die 
fall in copperprices, at a time when the outstanding 
bilk for imports are estimated at more than $500 
million. 

The trouble about the Bemba theory is that die 
political balance in top posts between Bemba and 
Tonga, the other main population group, is worked 
out reasonably successfully at Lusaka; Zambia does 
not suffer from the sort of tribal poll tics which might 

have tempted a Bemba leader to bring down a force 
erf rebels from his own country. Any real plotter 
most face the fact that there is no plausible 
replacement for the president Western-oriented 
Zambians worry about the rise of Grey Zulu, once 
dose to the Yugoslavs and now intimate with the 
Ru ss i an s, who was confirmed as defense and sec- 
urity chief in September. 

Zulu was responsible for the Soviet arms deal, 
and recent arrests and purges in the army and air 
force have strengthened hk control over the armed 
forces.

Traders grew rich from cowrie dealing

UMM LAJJ — The sun is about To set for 
another night, a fireball ready to drop into the 
sih ery minor of the sea. Time for shelling. 
Twilight is short but more dement to the eyes 
than the afternoon is scorching heat. 

_ On the extended sand of -the summer low 
tide, hundreds of small shells lie treacher- 
ously still as pebbles, dosed and quiet when 
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■MASK: from Mali, decorated with cowries 


■ou approach, they get up gingerly and scut- 
le away like an army the minute you stop. 
Tut here is at last one shell that does not walk 
■ , Sway from me. It even allows me. to pidc it up. 
..’t is empty, about two inches long, unbelievi- 
ngly dean and shiny. Its bade is round and 
. smooth, dotted like a cheetah's Ain, its front 
7'ading into transducent white, half-dosed 
."nto itself like lips over baby teeth. 

It is only a'cow^p.iThe shell that was 
. licked at the beginning of times by primitive 
jeoples and remained for thousands of years 
a most countries die equivalent of small 
oinage. 

Egyptians put cowries on the eyes of their 
‘ dummies. In Togo and Benin people buried 
heir dead with handfuls of cowries to enable 
hem to pay the fare across “ the river, ’’ and 


for food once in “ the other world. ” Cowries 
threaded in strings of forty were legal cur- 
rency in many countries until the middle of 
the 1 9th century and may still be accepted in 
some remote parts of Africa and Australia. 

Actual deals were made on payment of 
cowries, while toms including the word 
“ cowrie ” used to r epr ese n t the worth of a ■ 
man. A useless person would be described as 
“ not worth a dam, " meaning “ not worth a 
damaged cowrie 1 ’ (nothing to do with the 
word" damned" as ft is often thought), and 
some useful object would be talked of as 
“ quite a cowrie's worth. " 

The cowrie was already recognized as a 
fertility symbol in the days of the Man of 
Cro-Magnon. Cro-Magnon women in Ger- 
many, En gland, and Egypt, and more 
recently wo men in New Zealand, Africa and 
the Pacific Islands wore cowries as necklaces 
and fertility belts- Japanese call them 
koyasu -pd t M tile shells for easy delivery, ” 
and on the Arabian peninsula cowries deco- 
rated the stick planted in front of the tent or 
the house to announce the birth erf a child. 
Southern and Northern Arab women also 
used cowries to decorate their masks and 
dresses, and men to cover leather pouches. In 
Africa tribal chiefs used them to decorate 
their canoes, their gourds, their masks, then- 
women and themselves. 

Cowries used for. money, are small, not 
always very interesting in colours and very, 
abundant. Why then did they acquire such a 
value ? And often sofarfrom their country of 
origin ? They are essentially tropical water 
shells from the Indian and the Pacific oceans. 
Yet they had value in Scandinavian countries 
as well as China. Thxly so popular that when 
metal coins appeared first in the 7th century 
B.C in Lydia (remember King Croesus ?,) 
China and then in Greece, they had the shape 
of small cowries. And the existence of metal 
coins did not prevent the continued use of 
cowries. Alexander found them everywhere 
he went. 

The Cypraea monetn must have been intro- 
duced early as money in Africa, as they are 
ab undan t on its Eastern shores. English 
ships’ cap tains are said to have amassed for- 
tunes bartering cowries from the Pacific 
Islands for gold, ivory or slaves on the West- 
ern coast of- Africa where the valuable shells 
did not exist 

At the beginning of the 18th century a 
European traveller watched a slave merchant 
weigh 6 tons of cowries to pay for 600 men — 
about 10 kilos per slave. A cow then cost 
2,500 cowries, a goat 500, a chicken 25, but 
an elephant tusk at least 1,000. We also read 
that during the great Fulani religious move- 
ment, at the beginning of the 19th century, 
hunger was such that people paid up to 50 
cowries for a lizard and 500 for a dead vul- 
ture. 

During the following decades prices went 
sky high ^ and tribal chiefs became mfl- 
ftonaire&^One slave was worth from 20,000 
to 100,000“ cowries according to age, sex and 
health, and a pretty wife around 60,000. As 
for elephant tusks they went for 100,000 to 
500,000 cowries each. 

African sultans and emirs received bags of 
cowries as well as slaves, doth, horses and 
mats, as regular tributes from vassal kings, 
and taxes from tile people.

Own* were not unfamiliar to the British. 
Although inscribed coins were regularly 
minted in the Indian subcontinent from the 
2nd cenhny B.C., small purchases had always 
bem paid for in cowries. The saying was that, 
m India, fortunes ranged “ from crores to 
cowries. ’ They still do, bpt cowries would no 
jo^er buy anything. A crore is ten times a 
lakh, and a lakh is (me hundred thousand 
rupees. While the rich dealt with crores, cow- 
ries remained the chief currency of the poor 
until relatively recent times. With cowries 
you could buy a few grains of rice, a spoonful 
of ml, a leaf or two of sag, the Indian spinach. 

From records kept by William Makepeace 
Tnackeray, first collector of Sylhet (1772- 
1776) we I earn that the area (now in north- 
east Bangla-Desh) was one of the richest in 
natural resources held by the East India 
Company. The one lakh and seventy 
thousand (170,000) rupees annual revenue 
was collected, not in sik&a. ntpia or even cop- 


per coins, but in cowries. And boat-loads of 
rawnes were taken down to Dacca where 
they were auctioned. 

Why cowries in Sylhet ? In a landlocked 
area so far from the sea ? Cowries arc not 
known to have been available anywhere 
within a radius of one hundred miles. They 
were probably brought from as far as the 
Maidive Islands. And how many min inn cow- 
ries had to be shipped for a payment of 
170,000 rupees ? There were, apparently, 
5,120 cowries to the rupee in those days. 

Thackeray was a very enterprising man 
One of his sideline occupations was the catch- 
ing of elephants which he supplied to the 
Company at the cost of one thousand rupees, 
or 5.120,000 cowries each. 

Th ackeray is supposed to have amawv j a 
fortune of 20,000 pounds sterling in barely 
ten years in the Company’s service. As I stand 
in the fading light on a Saudi beach two cen- 
turies later, holding in the hollow of my palm 
a little cowrie, I have visions of boatloads 
after boatloads of such shiny tiny shells going 
up the mighty rivers of Bengal, the 
Buriganga, the Jamuna, the Brahmaputra, to 
be exchanged for... one elephant.

JOHANNESBURG, Nov. 12 (AP) — 
Compulsory education for blacks will be 
introduced for the first time in South Africa 
Jan. 1, Education Minister Ferdie Hartzen- 
berg said. 

The introduction of the mandatory school- 
ing in selecting black areas of Transvaal pro- 
vince is seen as the latest move by the white 
minority government to provide what it calls 
a “new dispensation” for the country’s non- 
white majority of some 22 million.

POWs seek 
back pay 
from Britain 

LONDON. Nov. 1 2 f AP) — In a case kepi 

an official secret for 35 years, fonner British 

prisoners of World War II are planning legal 
action against the government for back pay 
they daim they were cheated out of while 
being held captive fay the Germans and 

Italians. . 

The dispute has simmered ever smee tne . 
men were freed at the end of the war. Little 
was known about it anti! a few months ago 
because it had be e n muffled under Britain s 
secrets act. which permits the gov- 
ernment to withhold a wide scope of informa- 
tion, especially matters involving defense. 

After Geoffrey Pattie, minister of state at 
the defense department, announced recently 
that the government rejected clai ms from 
about IJMO POWs. the veterans brought 
their fight into the open. 

Ex-Royal Navy Capt- Dick Howe, who was 
the officer in tile German’s notorious 

Cokfitz prison, branded the government's 
refusal an “act of robbery by the treasury." 
The men are d aiming the return of pay with- 
held while they were captives with allowance 
for the inflation and compound interest. 
Some of the claims range from S9.6G0 to 
$26,400. 

Under the Geneva Convention, the Ger- 
mans and Italians were supposed to pay 
officer prisoners token “camp money" in lieu 
of one-third of their normal service pay so 
they could buy "comforts” such as cigarettes 
from prison ramp stores. This money, worth- 
less outside the camps, was known as “lagz- 
igeld.” 

The former prisoners say they never 
received any iagergeid or had it confiscated as 
punishing for escape attempts. In any case, 
they said, there were never any "comforts'* to 
buy. Government officials said that money 
set aside for payment to “hostile govern- 
ments” at the end of the war for Iagezgeld 
paid to POWs was appropriated by the treas- 
ury in 1950. 

Organizers of the POWs* campaign esti- 
mate this totaled 4 million to 6 million 
pounds, then worth $1 1.2 million to $16£ 
milli on. The POWs are championed in Parli- 
ament by the Earl of Kimberley, a wartime 
officer in the grenadier guards. Organizers of 
the campaign say there are thousands of 
former prisoners, many of them disillusioned 
by the government rebuffs or physically 
wrecked by their wartime ordeals, who have 
given up on their claims against the govern- 
ment. 

"No other country treated its POWs in this 
way,” Kimberley declared. The United 
States. France, Canada. Australia and other 
Common wealth countries all paid their 
retaining POWs in full, he said.

811 banned from S. Korean politics 


SEOUL, Nov. 12 (AFP) — A total of 811 
politicians and former parliamentary 
deputies were Wednesday banned from poli- 
tics for the next eight years under a new lav 
enacted by President Chun Do- H wan's gov- 
ernment. 

A nine- member committee of political 
renovation appointed by Chun published the 
blacklist containing the names of those ban- 
ned. President Kim Jong-Pfl, of the dis- 
banded majority Democratic Rep u bli c a n 
Party, and Chairman Kim Yung-Sam of the 
dissolved opposition New Democratic Party, 
were on the list as well as the top politic^ 
dissident Kim Dae- Jung just condemned to 
death by a military tribunal. 

Those purged included 210 former 
national assemblymen. 25 leading members 


of the majority and opposition political par- 
ties, and 347 men who were held responsible 
for creating political and soda! confusua in 
the put. 

The announcement said they were picked 
from a list of 8.066 prospective targets, and 
they have the right to appeal fur rew* 
within die next seven days. 

Officials said that through this purge, cor- 
rupt and inefficient politicians of the old era 
were practically wiped out. They added that 
when Chan allowed early next month 
resumption of political activities banned 
since martial law was proclaimed last May, 
new dean faces would dominate the political 
scene under a completely renovated political 
dimate.

SERRA PELADA, Brazil Nov. 12 (AP) 
— Gold has brought a nidi by 15,000 pros- 
pectors into this „ inhospitable comer of 
Brazil's Amazon jungle. 

Since thw Gist gold was discovered here last 
February, around 7.7. tons have been found 
and the Brazilian government estimates that 
an additional 100 tons is waiting to be taken 
out. The price of gold is around $600 an 
ounce but has been fluctuating above and 
below that figure. 

The miners have left jobs and families to 
to3 for 15 hours a day in gold-rich mud in the 


Serra Pelada mountain range. They do most 
of the m ining- by' hand, is conditions that 
range from perilous to awful. 

Almost imme diately after the first nuggets 
and gold dust were found, Serra Pelada 
became a 20* century replay of the Califor- 
nia and Alaska gold rushes. There were dis- 
putes over claims, shoo toots, drunken 
brawls, price gouging- for necessities and 


In May, the Brazilian government stepped 
in. Authorities banned guns, liquor and 
women from thjs mining camp. Tfie govern- 
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ment cut the number of prospectors permit- 
ted in the area to 15,000 from 30,000,issued 
ident ifica t io n cards to those remaining and 
established a monopoly oo gold purchases in 
the area. 

The government built a supermarket for 
the miners, with food and basic supplies at 
control] ed prices. It set up a bank and opened 
checkingaccounts, opened a post office and a 
long-distance telephone and built an open- 
air movie theater. 

“Before, this place was so bad, you

First coffee , now smokes vanish from Turkish shops 


. ANKARA, Nov. 12 (R) — Turkey's 
economic struggle, which forced Units to do 
without their beloved thick coffee for the past 
two years, is now robbing diem of another of. 
their great pleasures — cigarettes. 

The Turks are possibly the woritfs heaviest 
smokers — they average 100 packets a year 
for every member Of the country’s 40 million 
population -—-and the latest "cigarette shor- 
tage & cauring'greater consternation than the 
daily electric power cuts and the fuel shor- 
tages to which the country has become accus- 
tomed. 

Ironically, Turkey is the fifth largest 
tobacco producer in die world, after C h i na , 
the United States,Incha and Brazil, according’ 
to official Tuxkisb statistics. 

But technology is lackin g and anyone 
cigarette in three smoked here is produced in 
a Turkish factory. Of die other two, one 
comes from Europe on the black market 
while die third is made from Turkish tobacco 
exported to Yugoslavia or -Bulgaria then 
imported in cigarette form because of the. 
lade of Turkish factories. 

The main reasons far the current shortage 
are the low level cf local production which is 
in line with , the overall" industrial situation, 
and the difficulties faced by black market 
operators since the military seized power last 
September.; 

Turkey’s mflitary^-dvilian government, 
whose economic planning has already been 
knocked out of gear by the Gulf war trad the 


resulting loss of ofl, has promised to get 
dgarettes back on the market within days. 

If not, tge Turks could be in for a winter 
even more-unpleasant than the last, the col- 
dest in 30 years, when most Turks endured a 
lack of hearing, and had no Turkish coffee to 
warm them. 

fie Turks, however, have a habit of con- 
verting their noted nationalism into a toler- 
anceof'haSJship; They acofepted the lade of. 
coflee bean imports with barely a whimper 
two years age and would no doubt become 
accustomed to cigarette shortages in the 
interests of the economy. 

Besides, the present military-led govern- 
ment is still enjoying a honeymoon with the 
people and is more popular than the left and 
rif^wi^ governments of die past few years. 

■iarir-winteri even the wealthiest Turks 
wereforced to install wood-burning stoves in 
their rooms because erf the lack offttd oil or 
coatpFiv e-hour daily power cuts stopped the 
use..of electric heaters and random nightly 
cuts sent people stumbling for their candles. 
British Foreign Secretary Lord Carrington, 
on an offidal visit here, brought along 30 
electic heaters for British embassy staff. 

Turks are praying for a milder winter this 
year but Energy Minister Serbulent Bingol 
has already announced there win be three- 
hoar power cuts six days a week to save 
energy. Perhaps more important to the aver- 
age Turk is spiralling inflation, which has run 
at a race of about 100 per cent over the past 


year although now showing signs of falling. 

A liter of gasoline cosrfive Turkish lira that 
years ago but is 53 lira now. Ankara’s famed 
dolmus (multi-person taxis) drivers give 
boxes of matches instead of small change 
since coins have become aO but useless. 

The five- man junta, believing continuity to 
be Turkey’s only chance of escaping from the 
economic whirlpool, retained Turgut Ozal 
from the ousted right-wing government as its 
chief economic planner. Ozal, Toovrdepbty 
prime minister, has continued his free market 
policies and all signs suggest Turkey’s West- 
ern benefactors plan to keep the country 
afloat through continued cash aid over the 
next few years, despite the interruption in 
democracy. 

The Turks, with OzaT s reputation in West- 
ern finance circles an important factor, 
obtained so me $600 million from die Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund (IMF) this year, $500 
milli on from the World Bank, $1.16 billion 
from the leading Western industrialized 
nations and several hundred million dollars 
from other countries. 

In addition, Turkey benefited from the 
postponement erf overdue repayments of 
some of its estimated $16 billion in external 
debts. 

To complete the big rescue operation, 
Turkey is expected to ask the industrialized 
nations for about $1.7 billion next year and 
the World Bank for $700 million, in addition 
to another $500 minion from the IMF, 
according to government sources.

No one was with him and he later told 
reporters he wanted to elude the news media. 
Also not in sight were any of the five security 
guards he had hired, nor did he have on his 
home-made bullet-proof vest or his newly 
acquired Samurai sword. 

Onuki, after his windfall April 25, was 
besieged for interviews, photographs and 
appearances on television. A celebrity, he 
was hounded by letters and begging and 
threatening phone calls.

hit record levels 


CBI urges British industry 
to fight ‘miserable decline 9 


-LONDON, Nov. 12 (R) — Free-non- 
t<»itract market prices for crude oil are edg- 
ing toward record levels, pushed up by the 
loss of Iraqi and Iranian supplies because of 
the Gulf war and cold weather in western 
Europe, traders said. 

Evidence of consumer readiness to pay 
record prices can be expected to encourage 
members of the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries, (OPEC) to seek higher 
rates for the mudi bigger volume of crude 
which trades under long-term contracts, 
according to oil industry analysts in London. 

Libyan Oil Minister Abdussalam Zagaar 
said at the weekend he thought OPEC prices 
should be set higher by the end of 1980. 
Indonesia's OH Minister Subroto said in 
Jakarta Tuesday that price increases would 
Be discussed when OPEC holds a scheduled 
price- setting session in Bali Dec. 15. 

London oil traders said the free market 
price for Middle East crudes was now bet- 
ween$39 and$40fora42U.S. gallon barrel. 

This is near die record $41 a barrel main- 
tained for Saadi Arabian light crude on the 
spot market in November and December 
1979 and compares with die official Saudi 


selling price at present of only $30 a barrel. 
”* Traders said premium-quality African 
crudes were selling at up to $42 a barrel on 
die spot market, compared with official rates 
charged by Algeria, Libya and Nigeria of 
about $37. 

They said small U.S. refiners bought some 
spot crude last week and that the Royal 
Dutch Shell group made big purchases total- 
ling more than three million barrels late in 
October. 

The group has, however, been saying for 
some months they have to meet around five 
per cent of its crude needs on the spot market 
during 1980. Oil analysts said it probably 
decided to meet requirements with one 
swoop rather than persistent some volume 
purchases which would have maintained con- 
tinued pressure on prices. 

Traders said there was no sign of panic 
buying or of other big oil company purchases, 
adding that the volume of oil op the spot 
market was very small. 

But they added there was also no evidence 
that big companies were unloading their high 
stocks to damp down die price rise and 
thereby offer OPEC less tempting, price 


EEC facing new impasse 
on sugar, butter policy 


BRUSSELS, Nov. 12 (AFP) — The Euro- 
pean Economic Community (EEC) Council 
of Agricultural Ministers, hampered by 
budgetary restrictions, renounced talks on 
New Zealand butter imports set for Tuesday 
and debated the EEC sugar policy without 
reaching a decision. 

The new impasse in EEC decision-making 
came after budget concerns Monday pre- 
vented the ministers from adopting several 
measures intended to help farmers in the 
worst economic situation. Bonn had main- 
tained that the aid to young farmers and 
small, family operations placed too great a 
burden on EEC finances. 

Observers said that propsects for a restruc- 
turing of F.EC farm policy also hindered the 
decision- making process. The decision not to 
discuss the New Zealand butter problem 
came after France, likewise citing finances, 
Monday opposed establishing any import 
schedule past 198 L , so as not to riskfavoring 
New Zealand farmers over those in the EEC. 


The EEC commission has proposed drasti- 
cally reducing new Zealand’s imports from 
97,500 tons in 1981 to 90,000 tons beginning 
in 1984. 

Paris has emphasized that the EEC is now 
in the process of re-examining the financial 
and budgetary implications of die joint policy 
and it would not, at present, set an import 
schedule covering several years. 

Meanwhile, Britain and Italy opposed 
sugar production quotas decided by the EEC 
commission. In addition, Britain criticized 
the commissiori s recommendation that taxes . 
be applied even to certain sugar categories 
that do not benefit from high price level 
guarantees. . 

In another development, the EEC com- 
mission temporarily suspended the granting 
of export subsidies to butter producers that 
were rumored to be preparing to supply the 
Sovit Union in violation of trade restriction.

China plans to establish 
1st N plant near Hong Kong 


HONG KONG, Nov. 12 ( AP) — Plans to 
build China’s first nuclear plant in Guang- 
dong province near Hong Kong have been 
completed, a Chinese Communist newspaper 
here reported Wednesday. The Chinese- 
language Wen Wd Po said the $2 .3 -billion 
plant is capable of generating power equival- 
ent to the province's current total output. It 
will have two 900-million-kilowatt 
generators. 

Estimated electricity consumption in 
Guangdong in the next 20 years will increase 
five-fold, the dispatch from Canton said. 
Limited coal and hydro-electric resources 
make the nudear plant necessity, it said. 

Plans have been submitted to central 
authorities for approval and guangdong 
authorities have invited American nudear 
experts to survey four sites in the Sfren Zhen 
municipality bordering Hong Kong, accord- 
ing to the report. No decision on the final site

has been made.

Motors in Britain, again urged die govern- 
ment to lower crippling interest rates and 
reduce the exchange value of the pound to 
help industry. Industry was now earning only 
three per cent on its capital, he said. 

■ Bri tain had the talent and if a spark were 
struck tire country "could shake itself out of 
its torpor and become once more absolutely 
outstanding in the world," he said. 

Otherwise predictions of “a miserable 
dedinc” would come true, he said. It 
wouldn’t be sudden or even the end of the 
world, but Britain would be left as a “very 
shabby country” or led by extremist politi- 
cians. 


Gulf closure 
could worsen 
U.S. recession 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12 (AP) — The 
closing of Gulf oil route by the Iranian- Iraqi 
war could plunge the U.S. economy into a 
recession even worse than the steep decline 
last spring, the congressional budget office 
said Tuesday. 

_ The office's director, Alice Rivlin, told the 
Senate finance subcommittees on Taxation 
that if tiie Strait of Hormuz is shot off, that 
could reduce U.S. oil imports by as much as 5 
million barrels a day. Most Middle Eastern 
oil moves through that narrow passageway in 
the Gulf. 

If tiie blockade continued for a year, she 
said, the nation’s economic ouput (adjusted 
for inflation) might fall by 10 percent. At the 
worst of the 1980 recession, in the second 
quarter, output dropped at the rate of 9.6 per 
cent a year. 

A CBO study estimates a year-long disrup- 
tion of oil production in Saudi Arabia would 
cost the United States 3 million barrels a day, 
or about one- sixth of daily consumption. 
That could cause the U.S. economy to fall by 
5.5 per cent, Mrs. Rivlin Said. 

A one-year cutoff of all oil shipments from 
Iran and Iraq would reduce U.S. supplies by 
1.75 million barrels daily and cause an 
economic decline of 3 per cent, she added.

Gist, who is 60 years old, owns five world 
records in the Masters division and has been 
(he national Masters champion eight times. 
He has become so good that he virtually dis- 
counts his rivals. 

” I don't high jump that much anymore, 
there's not that much competition. " he said. 

There's no one within three or four indies 
of me al most meets. And I'm always setting 
meet marks. " 

To keep his competitive edge. Gist gears 
for records a i big meets, such as the Veterans’ 
world championships in New Zealand next 
January. 

■* I don't know what it is, the ham in me or 
something, but 1 can do a lot better when big 
crowds of people are watching. " he said. 

Track's Fountain of Youth for Gist is now 
the hurdles. 

" The hurdles arc a challenge to me," he 
said. “ 1 think I have a world record within my 
grasp.” 

The hurdles event was Gist's specialty in 
school. A native of Brownfield. Texas, he 
moved to California and attended Anaheim 
High School and Fullerton Junior College. 

Although he never went higher than 6-0 in 


the high jump during his school days. Gist 
found that he was ahead of ev eryone in the 
event in his 50s. His world record are at 
single age levels of 57 t5-2), 58 (5-2), 59 (5 
3-4) and 60 1 5- 1). He also bolds the mark for 
the 60-64 age groups (5 2 1-2). 

Gist, a former city engineering inspector 
who is now- retired, took the plunge back into 
track after quitting smoking nine years ago. 

" Mentally, track's the same now as it was 
when I was in college, " he said. *' You're 
always try ing to psych the other guy out. The 
main difference is practidng. When you were 
in school you could get out and train after 
dasses. Now- 1 have to lock myself to get out 

and work out by myself. It’s tough. 

" In the Masters, everyone can' t wait to 
grow- old. '' he said. " because when you get 
older, you move into a different age group. 
You always have the chance to he the new kid 
on the block. ” 

Meanwhile. Gist, who plans to compete for 
the rest of his life, is lookine forward to Feb. 
1. 

" I'll turn 61." be said. " Then I can get 
the 61 world high jump record held by a 
Norwegian. He’ s' gone 5-2 and I’ve already- 
gone 5 2 1-2. All I have to do is jump it 
again. "

Declarer cashes his 
four dubs, discarding a heart 
from dummy, and later ruffs a 
heart to bring himself to 13 
tricks. The objection to this 
method of play is that it 
depends largely on finding the 
trumps divided 2 - 2 , whidi is 
only a 40 per cent chance.

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Algeria hands Iran 
U.S. hostage reply 


TEHRAN, Nov. 12 (R) — Algerian offi- 
cials Wednesday handed the Iranian gov- 
ernment the U -S. reply to the terms set by the 
Iranian Majlis for release of the 52 American 
hostages, a government spokesman said. 

The reply was given to Executive Affair s 
Minister Behzad Nabami by the Algerian 
ambassadors to Tehran and Washington, 
both of whom have just arrived in the Ir anian 
capital, a spokesman for Nabavfs office said. 
The spokesman said the contents of what is 
believed to be a delivered reply to the four 
conditions approved by the Majlis would be 
revealed Thursday or the day after. 

At die request of Iran, Algeria is acting as a 
go-between in the exchanges over the hos- 
tages following the Majlis 1 decision to free 
them if its terms are met. Algiers has rep- 


resented Iranian interests in the United 
States since the breaking of ties between 
Washington and Tehran earlier this year. 

The Algerian ambassador, Abdelkarim 
Gheraieb/ flew to Algiers two days ago to 
collect die American reply handed over there 
by deputy U.S. Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher. 

A spokesman for-Gfaeraieb’s household 
said he returned to Tehran Wednesday morn- 
ing. But there had been no previous indica- 
tion that the Algerian envoy in Washington, 
Redha Malek, was also coming to Iran. 

Nabavi has been appointed by the Iranian 
government to head a group which will 
monitor U.S. fulfillment of the conditions, 
and free the hostages — held in Iran for over 
a year — if and when die terms are met.

Jury watches Abscam deal 
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Frank Thompson 


.NEW YORK, Nov. 12 (AP) - U.S. Rep- 
resentative Frank Thompson /Jr. was heard 
on tape Tuesday at the fifth Abscam trial 
t riling an undercover FBI agent he would do 
what he could to help two “Arab sheikhs” 
stay in this country. He said he was not 
interested in receiving money in return. 

“Pm not looking for any money” the 13- 
term Democrat from New York said when 
undercover FBI agent Anthony Amoroso 
discussed Thompson’s lending a hand. 

“liiaf s what the money is for” Amoroso 
said. 

The 51-minute recording of an OcL 9, 
1979, afternoon meeting at a Washington, 
D.C., townhouse between Thompson, 
Amoroso, FBI informant Mel Weinberg and 
Philadelphia attorney Howard Criden was 
the first of six video tapes. Federal prosecutor 
Thomas Pucdo said they would be the basis 
of his case. 

Thompson and Democrat representative 
John Murphy of New York, are accused in 
bribery-conspiracy indictments of sharing in 
$100,000 in bribes in return for agreeing to 
assist a ficticious pair of sheikhs with immig- 
ration problems. 

U_S. District Judge George Pratt recessed 
coart after the initial tape was played to the 
jury of eight men and four women. Court 
resumes Wednesday morning. 

On the tape, Thompson said that banks in 
his district would be “absolutely delighted” if 
the ficticious Arabs deposited several 
hundred thousand dollars. Thompson did not 
explain in the conversation, however, 
whether he would benefit from such .a trans- 


Stormy Madrid conference opens 


MADRID, Nov. 12 (R) — The European 
security conference, blocked by an East- 
West procedural row, met briefly Wednesday 
but . suspended debate while backstage 
negotiators sought agreement on an agenda. 

The 35-state conference, which opened 
with a brisk three- min ute la un c h i ng cere- 
mony shortly before midnight Tuesday, met 
for five minutes Wednesday morning, and 
officials, said intensive efforts were under 
way to solve the procedural dispute. 

Conference sources said it was unlikely 
that serious discussion of issues affecting 
East- West detente, including human rights 
and the Soviet presence in Afghanistan, 

Gold prices up 

LONDON, Nov. 12 (R) — Gold, pushed 
up because of rising oil prices, traded at about 
$615 an ounce in Europe Wednesday, $13 
higher than Tuesday. 

In Europe Tuesday gold traded below$600 
an ounce for much of the day before rising to 
$602 just before markets dosed. 

Trading was quiet on foreign exchange 
markets, with the dollar slightly lower against 
the mark and some other currendes. 

Market operators were awaiting signs of 
how currendes might move following the 
steep fall of the dollar and sterling in recent 
days, dealers said.

A Western spokesman said there was a 
“gentleman's agreement” to allow national 
delegations to start making opening state- 
ments at a full session erf the conference at 4 
pan. But it was still unsure whether the 
agreement would be kept 

Soviet bloc delegations were reported to be 
reluctant to allow the conference’s normal 
business to start without an agenda state- 
ment. There were strong fears until Tuesday 
that the meeting might turn into a procedural 
shambles or even disintegrate without an 
agenda. 

While both East and West now appeared 
ready to patch up some form erf compromise, 
the threat of collapse had not entirely lifted, 
conference sources said. ■

The source&said the question of the Soviet 
Union supplying new military assistance to 
Iraq was not discussed, though that was 
thought in some quarters to be the purpose of 
the visit that began early Tuesday morning 
and ended late Tuesday night. The Soviet 
Foreign Ministry had no unmediate comment 
on die talks. 

Kuwaiti newspapers had reported that 
Aziz would seek arms, spare parts and 
ammunition from Moscow under the Iraqi- 
Soviet friendship treaty. Iraq has ordered 60 
Mirage jet fighters from France but deliveries 
are not expected to start until early negtyear. 

In the past, the Kremlin has been Iraq’s 
chief arms supplier. But Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev has repeatedy emphasized 
Moscow* s neutr ality . 

According to the Iraqi sources, Aziz and 
Kremlin officials conferred for three hoars 
about the situation in the Middle East and 
about terms for a posable settlement of the 
Iran- Iraq conflict set forth by some Muslim 
and non-aligned nations. They did not say if 
any consensus was reached. 

Earlier in Paris, Habib Chatti, secretaiy- 


general of the Organization of Islamic Con- 
ference, said Tuesday he has proposed that a 
special committee made up of six Muslim 
chiefs of state be formed to work out a solu- 
tion to the war. 

Talking to reporters after a meeting with 
President Valery Giscard <f Estaing, Chatti 
said Iraq has accepted the idea and Iran “has 
not refused iL” 

“I still have hopes for a positive response” 
from the Ir anians , Chatti said. He added that 
regardless of the atuation between Iran and 
Iraq, the Islami c s ummi t would go ahead as 
scheduled at the eqd of December in Jeddah.

Marchers call for unfettered Poland 


WARSAW, Nov. 12 (Agencies) — Bet- 
ween 15,000 and 20,000 Poles marched 
through the streets of Warsaw Tuesday night 
carrying banners calling for freedom for the 
country. 

They paraded through the streets of War- 
saw 5 s old town in a ceremony marking the pre 
war Polish independence day, carrying ban- 
ners which proclaimed “ We demand free- 
dom of speech ” and “ There can be no just 
Europe without an independent Poland." 

The procession, one of the largest unoffi- 
cial events of its kind in recent memory, fol- 
lowed an independence day mass celebrated 
by Bishop Wladyslaw Miziolek. They 
marched to the tomb of the unknown soldier 
where wreaths were laid. 


Nov. 1 1 was celebrated by Poles as inde- 
pendence day between the two world wars, 
but was replaced by the July 22 anniversary 
erf Communist rule after World War IL 
The Polish Communist Party’s Politburo 
meanwhile called the supreme court’s ded- ' 
sion Tuesday in favor of die independent Sol- 
idarity union a “ victory of good sense and 
concilia non. ” Polish television reported. 

The decision ends Solidarity’s gestation, 
the polirburo said, and begins a new stage in 
which union should take " an active and con- 
structive pail ” in solving Poland's problems. 

The government will unveil plans next 
week for implementing food rationing for 
Poland's 34.5 million people, a senior official 
said Tuesday.

Neighbors worried 


Will Reagan ruin Refugio ? 


SANTA BARBARA, California, Nov. 12 
(LAI) — Well, there goes the neighborhood. 

That is the general reaction among neigh- 
bors of President-elect Ronald ‘Reagan's 
ranch property on Refugio Road as specula- 
tion continues that the 688-acre Rancho 'del 
Q do will be used as a western White House. 

Afghan's Ranch of the Sky, as it translates 
into English, is located 23 miles west of here 
at an elevation of 2,200 feet Itis at the top of 
six miles of narrow, twisting road that climbs 
through rugged, mesquile- covered country, 
dinging, at times, to the edges of sheer drops. 

Although the ranch house is a small adobe 
structure that would seem iB- suited for a 
presidential entourage, Reagan press secret- 
ary Lyn NoCriger, indicated that the tide 
western White House might be shared bet- 
ween the modest above and Reagan's more * 
spacious Pacific Palisades house. 

Reagan's nieghbors in the sparsely popu- 
lated area of the ranch — both the estab- 
lished, well-to-do conservatives and the 
freer-living artisan types who have bu3t their 
own little places are fearful that a western 
White House would destroy the very reason 
for living there. The privacy and the silence of 
die mountains would be ruined, say the resi- 
dents. In addition, they say, heavy use erf the 
narrow road by presidential entourages, 
reports and tourists would cause serious 
traffic hazards and increase the already 
extreme danger erf brush fire. 

“I voted for him,’ ' said a woman who asked 
not to be identified and who lives within a 
mile of Reagan’s front gate. “And Tm 
delighted that he won. But I know that if s 
going to cause us a lot erf trouble.” 

What kind of trouble, she was asked by a 
reporter. 

“You,” she answered, “and people like 
you.” 

About a mile and a half from Reagan’s 
gate, a little road leads off to several small 
dwelling built cm 2 0-to-4 0-acre parcels, the 
houses of a number of young ex city-dwellers 
who are seeking a rural life. 

“ l could du without il, " Alan Hazard, a 
33-year-old burl wood craftsman, said of a 
western White House situated just up the 


road from his own. “ First off, we’ve been 
getting a lot of tourists on the road. This road 
is not made for people who don’t know how 
to drive fr. " 

Among those who haven't been doing a 
good job of driving are Reagan’s Secret Ser- 
vice guardians, according to Alan’s brother, 
Bob Hazard, 38, who is also a burl wood 
craftsman and lives nearby with his wife and 
four children. 

“ It got to be a real hassle, ” said Bob 
Hazard, “ because they use the road like they 
own it. They wave you off or they run you off 
the road. " 

“ It (the Reagan ranch) hasn’t been a real 
problem so for, except for die Secret 
Service-type personnel,” said Gary Cetti, 
37, a potter who lives with his family near the 
Hazard brothers. 

“ They used to drive fast and take up the 
road, ” Cetti continued “ Especially during 
die campaign. I don’t know if they thought it 
was more of a priority for them to get up here 
fast or for our kids to get home safely. ” 

Another Refugio Road resident, Fred 
Carr, 39, owner of an alternative energy 
company, is wondering erf Reagan’s presence 
prompted federal and local narcotics officers 
to make a misguided marijuana raid on his 
property last month. 

“Shortly after dawn,” said Cara, “a group 
of weapon- toting people raided my zucchini 
patch. They leaped out of a truck. I was sitting 
up in a spot above the garden that I use to 
meditate after I run in the morning and I 
observed some people, without uniforms or 
anything... they ran into garden with some 
very ominous weapons, sawed-off shotguns 
and that sort of thing.. .followed shortly by 
people wearing vest-type jackets with the 
word ‘sheriff emblazoned on the back... 

“After seeing the sheriffs, I came down. I 
felt a little better about it, although I was still 
extremely s h a k en.. .when I started walking 
down, one man had a shotgun aimed at my 
stomach... 

“I don’t know if it was Reagan's pending 
election and they decided to make a grand 
bust, or what They apologized when there 
was nothing there”

Bitter humor 
fills benefit 
for Solidarity 

WARSAW. Nov. 121 AP) -*T don't mind 
being laughed at because it’s my job” satirist 
Jan Pictizak told his audience . ” 1 but many top 
people are laughed at here, and it's not their 
job." 

The audience howled as two other come- 
dians fretted over "anti-socialist forces'* try- 
ing to take away their food. " Anti- socialist 
forces" is the term frequently used to 
describe dissidents. 

Later the pair mimicked two widely known 
members of the Communist Party Central 
Committee by name. 

Although political humor has been i staple 
of comics in small cabarets for years in the 
East bloc, these jokes were coming from the 
stage of the Grand Opera theater. Poland's 
largest. They were part of a benefit perfor- 
mance by the country's leading actors, musi- 
cians and satirists to raise money for Solidar- 
ity, Poland’s largest independent trade union. 

Sitting down front near the stage was Lech 
Walesa. leader of Solidarity aud last sum- 
mer's Baltic scacoast strikes. In the audience 
were workers and activists who spearheaded 
the strikes which have had such a dramatic 
impact on Polish life. 

Only three months ago. some of the activ- 
ists such as Walesa, Kaamicrz Switon and 
Andrzej Gwiazda were being denounced as a 
threat to the state and were being harassed by 
police. 

The 2Vi hour performance was heavily- 
laced with political humor, much of it too 
esoteric for translation. The audience had no 
trouble identifying the targets, which 
included television news commentators, 
party sloganeering and politicians. 

“This performance would not have been 
possible a few years ago,’’ said one woman in 
the audience. “Certainly not here in this thea- 
ter." 

The show also demonstrated Solidarity’s 
success in firing the enthusiasm of many Poles 
and bringing together intellectuals and work- 
ers to an extent unparalled in an industrial 
society.
